There are some Republican papers who 


do not seem to know that the fight is 
over in New York. There ai-o several 
Bepnblican newspapers, among them the 
Newr York Tribune and its name-sake at 
Chicago—that are still discussing the 
senatorial question in New York, and 
using their mud machines and putting 
in operation their slander mills just as if 
Mr. Conkling were at Albany contending 
for tho nomination aud two Senators 
wore to be elected. They won't consider 
the ex-Sonator out of the field, but 
open their mud batteries on him day at. 
tor day. Mr. Conkling has gono into 
private life. Politically, ho has been 
crushed. He is simply a private citizen. 
He has no appointments at his command 
He has no power to reward his friends or 
punish his enemies. While ho is not po- 
litically dead, ho is out of the field, and 
a newspaper with three grains of common 
seme would see the justice and propriety 
of letting him alone. Ho is a Repub- 
lican still. If he has no postoffices

of, 
he 
has 
a 


power and an influence which tho Re- 
publicans of Now York, and of every 
State, may some time in the near future, 
want to court. It won't do to kick Mr. 
Conkling or any other Republican be- 
cause the kickers may think he is down. 
Although he blundered in taking him- 
self out of tho Senate, the blunder is no 
greater than other great men have made; 
and now that ho has been beaten in the 
attempt to have that blunder vindicated, 
the most ordinary decency would dictate 
that Republican papers should stop tho 
war on Mr. Conkling. 


STRIKERS AND STRIKING. 


There is a good deal of sympathy ex- 


pressed in different part of tho State, 
for tho mill strikers a Eau Claire, 
These expressions come oliietly from the 
socialistic and communistic clement in 
Milwaukee, aud in a tow other places, 
and from some of tho Democrats who 
are always ready to find fault with Gov-. 
eruor Smith whether his acts are sub-% 


jeot to criticism or not. There is no 
doubt that tho thousand mill men in 
Ean 
Claire who have been 
work- 


ing 
from 
twelve 
to 
fourteen 


hours 
a 
day, are 
entitled 


to considerable sympathy. No man who 
docs heavy manual labor—labor which 
requires constant care and strong mus- 
cle, ought to work from twelve to fifteen 
hours out of twenty-four. Tho physical 
part of man can not long endure such a 
strain, and the working hours should be 
so regulated that during busy seasons 
when tbe mills arc driven to their ut- 
most-capacity and extra hours work are 
required aud demanded, tlio mon should 
be allowed extru pay. Were this the 
case, there would be no occasion to 


strike, and there would bo no strikers at 
least in the saw mills at Eau Claire. 


But however severe and oppressiv 


may bo tho rule which governs the hour 
of labor in the saw mills, the men hac 
no right to use threats or Jrttiin'idation=io 
stopping the mills. They 'hud a right t, 
strike for n reduction int:.th'o hours o 
labor, or a corresponding increase in 
their wages, but they had no right to or 
gnnize themselves into n mobandshu 
down the mills by.Iorce. 
If ineh do no 


like their rate ot wages or the lumra o 
labor they are free to quit" J-whou the> 
plcaw, but they come disturbers of thr 
peiujoandnotors.wUeh .tliey assumo t 
say that the jnill owners shall not run 
their mills unless thoy surrender to tha 
strikers. 


Tlioro are complications about tho 


question of strikers and striking which 
are difficult to deal with. It is easy to 
say that if a working man .tn.au doesu'l 
like the rate of wages,or the hours of 
service he can quit, and for himself per- 
sonally, probably ho does not care, but 
there is his family which he can not af- 
ford to allow to suffer for food and cloth- 
ing, neither is he able to take them 
from place to- ptaee in. search of work. 
When this question confronts a man he 
hardly knows which way to turn, and in 
the hour of dpsperaiipn he does that 
which in moments of cool reflection ho 
would condemn..

In the 
great strikes of the past, tho strikers have 
lost, and nine times out of ten they will 
lose in the future. It is to be hoped 
that the time will soon come when the 
differences between workmen and mann- 
faotru»rs will be settled without striking; 
and mia can be done when each is will- 
ing to discuss the question fairly and 
meet tho other half way. Each will then 
have his rights and justice will have boon 
done.

ficant. They are too small to be of 
much service in capturing the mur- 
derers.

Tho experience of the past does not 


give much hope that they will be ar- 
rested. Such villains have a wonderful 
knack of keeping out of the clutches of 
the law officers. The Bender family 
committed the most daring murders, 
and the boldest possible robberies of tho 
time, and year after year escaped capture; 
and the whereabouts of some of them are 
not known to this day. The notorious 
James brothers went on tho road more 
than twelve years ago and are on it still, 
and their robberies and murders multi- 
lily rapidly every year. 
Sheriffs' posses 


nud thousands of dollars of rewards, have 
never been able to bring them to bay. 
They have committed some of the most 
startling robberies in thia country, and 
taking brood-day light for the opportun- 
ity. In 1872, when the James brothers

5 o'clock in the afternoon, Jesse James 
with five others of tho gang rodo up to 
the main entrance of. the exposition, and 
looking through the window, Jesse asked 
tho treasurer, Mr. Hall, how much money 
there was in that box. Not suspecting 
any mischief, the treasurer answered 
about «10,000. Then said the stranger 
on horseback, "suppose Jesse Jamoa 
should come along here and tell you to 
give that money up would you do it?" 
Mr. Hall laughed and said he guessed 
he'd refuse. "Well, I am Jesse James," 
said the man, nud leaning halt through 
the window and holding u cocked navy 
revolver 
under 
Mr. 
Hall's 
nose, 


said, "pass that money this way, quick," 
ami before Mr. Kail had timo to collect 
his thoughts, the James, brothers were 
ruling slowly through the streets of Kan- 
sas City with $10,000 with them and tens 
of thousands of people about the fair 
grounds and on the streets. 


To show their marvelous courage and 


supreme audacity, the same gang on the 
same evening—-the robbery at the fair 
ground having been committed—rode up 
in front of a newspaper ollice oil one ot 
the principal streets, called for the 
editor loudly by name, and when he ap- 
peared Jesse presented him with a gold 
watch and chain with the " compliments 
of Jesse James and command." 
They 


quickly rode away and wer.e lost sight of. 


The Younger brothers have had a sim- 


ilar career, and not until they attempted 
to rob the NorthQeld bank in Minnesota, 
at mid-day, killing the cashier, were they 
ever apprehended, and some ot them are 
at large still.

Eau Galle woods, it is . not likely the 
Williams brothers will ever bo captured 
They aro desperate men, to whom assas 
sination is but a pastime, and they can 
successfully resist any ordinary posse 
under tho command of sheriffs and theii 
deputies.

ient is a very sick man. Tho patient 
ests well, however, and has a good ap- 
etite. The wound discharges satisfac- 
/orily, and is easily dressed. 


There are no indications of chills, aud 
nt a slight daily rise in the fever. The 
atient is bright, hopeful, nnd cheerful, 
'he caso is fast progressing toward ro- 
ovory. 
His physicians having adopted the 
olicy of silence, there has been a uohco- 
blc absence of conflicting opinions and 
ick-room gossip during the past two or 
iiree tlays. President Garfield eats tho 
uno food aud takes his diet in about 
lie same way that he did before his late 
elapse and sees no person beyond his 
amily, his physicians, his nurses, and 
is chums. The physicians are watching 
ho I case narrowly, and will be well 
ware of tho cause of a rigor or relapse, 
honld one occur, almost as soou as it 
makes its first appearance. 


The President slept well last night, 


vith slight intermissions, and awoke this 
morning greatly refreshed. 


He had no fever and no appearance of 
rigor. After breakfast his wound was 
ressed, and showed every evidence of a 
ontinued discharge, and the pus waa 
ound to be healthy. As most of the 
iischarge is now from the incision lately 
uade, the old orifice of the wound was 
ound to be rapidly healing. 
The patient slept little during the fore- 


noon, but appeared bright aud cheerful, 
nd indulged in some bright talks, espe- 
iully whilo being removed to his new 
luarters. 


He has looked well all day. 'Up to 
late hour this afternoon the custom- 
ry febrile rise made no appearance. 
The physicians in the bulletins, said 
hat there was no cause for apprehcu- 
ion. 
Dr. Hamilton has been with the pa- 
ient, all day, and will remain until to- 
morrow, when he will be relieved by Dr. 
Agnew. 


The physicians, including Dr. Ham- 


Iton, continue to-night to express the 
rery brightest 
hopes. They 
regard 


lie great crisis as successfully passed, and 
ihmk the President will recover almost 
joyoud a doubt. 


There were very few visitors at the 
White House to-day and to-night. The 
cabinet officers called this evening and 
were assured that the President was do- 
ng admirably. They left in the best ot 
spirits.

NEW YOKK, July 28.— Humors have 


boon iu circulation to-day thut a combin- 
ation has been formed which will give 
the tJnion Pacific, Texas Pacific, and 
Atlantic & Pacific a -joint line to San- 
Francisco. Tho Texas Pacific >I11 ex- 
tend from El Paso northwest through 
Silver City to a connection with the At- 
lantic & Pacific. The Atlantic & Pacific is 
controlled by Nickersou iu tho interest 
ot the Athinapu, jTopeka & Santa Fe road. 
From a juuction'ot the Texas Pacific anil 
Atlantic & Pacific a joint road will bo 
built northwest to Purauahagar Valley, 
where a junction will bo made with the 
Utah Southern, a branch of tho Union 
Pacific. From this point a joint road 
will be built to San Francisco. Tho 
route will be begun simultaneously build- 
ing from San Francisco east to the end of 
the Utah Southern west and from the 
Texas Pacific and Atlantic Ac Pacific 
northwest. It is proposed to tunnel the 
Sierrc Nevadaa and drain tho pick of the 
mining regions. Subscriptions have been 
secured for $25,000,000 of bonds for tho 
line and the route is being surveyed.

FREIGHTS IN COLLISION. 


EYE, N. Y., July 28—Two freight trains 


were in collision ou the New York and 
New Haven division of the New York, 
New Haven, and Hartford railroad, at 
this place, this afternoon. 
Tho train 


from New York was to switch off some 
;cars to a aide track, when a special 
freight train ot thirty oars, all laden, 
signaled its approach from the East. A 
flagman was sent ahead to signal the ap- 
proaching train, which could not be 
seen from the station 
on 
account 


of. a great curve, but from some cause the 
flagman returned, and the train which 
was to have passed through 
without 


stopping, came on at full speed and dash 
ed-into the standing train. 


The conductor of the special train, Eli 


Latin, and Henry Hallock, a brakeman, 
conversing on aflat car, were thrown be- 
tween two cars, both of which were 
smashed. Latin was killed instantly, 
and Hallock horribly mutiliated. James 
Middy and Edward Elliott, the engineers, 
were thrown from their engines. The 
former was seriously and the latter slight- 
ly.injured. 


The boiler-heads of both engines were 
shattered into fragments, and the trucks 
and woodwork badly damaged. Five 
cars of the long train and three of the 
other; were wrecked, and the track and 
roadbed was torn up for a long distance 
The tender o£ the engine was driven un- 
derneath the car next to it, and the wreck 
stood high in the air. Travel was inter- 
rupted about four hours. 


The damage to rolling stock is between 
$50,000 and $75,000.

'The physical stamina of a Nation im- 
djuubtedly lies at tho roots of its 
achievements, and a weak one bodes 
meager results and an inferior people. 
Absinthe and its kindred social and 
Dsical evils, aftecting French bodies, 
not a little to do with the collapse 
:6f the Empire under the stress of the 
more robust Germans. At this season 
when doctors gather and are made in 
multitudes, it is a very pertinent ques- 
tion to ask what is and is to bo the 
American physique. Tho inquiry is not 
only wide but mixed. That there is 
such a thing as an American one, in 
contrast to the English or, any other 
European race, is affirmed by the Na- 
tional differences of climate, .died and 
social habits. The first. New England 
colonists werestahvortEnglishmen» buti 
the portraits of their immediate de- 
scendants: show a marked change to an 
American type, of face and form; and 
that, too, not a better one. 


Observant British officers in the Rev- 
olution, young Anbury among them, 
speak of our population as a tall, mea- 
ger, sallow set, with very bad teeth, 
much given to sweets and saleratus. 
English miners brought out to Mary- 
land or Pennsylvania loose their color 
aud tend to leanness during their life- 
time, while their children grow to a 
new type. Climate has much to do 
with this, ana It is in general true that 
our American climate, more than any 
European one, breeds nervousness, and, 
indeed, nervous diseases havo of lata 
voars greatly multiplied. But then wo 
have every kind of a climate, and this 
creates diversity of National physique. 
The men of malarial and Southern re- 
gions have a very diBercntlook from 
tho men who inhabit onr mountainous, 
or Northern ones. Then, too, race very! 
largely determines physique. The root 
of tho American race was of old, and is 
in many quarters to-day, an English 
one; yet its blood is coming to bo curi- 
ously mixed, and in many sections, aa 
in the far West, where we touch the 
Indian and Spanish races, and in onr: 
large cities, tho population is polyglot 
beyond most. Add to such diversities 
tho differing social and industrial hab- 
its of a wide-spread people, and it is noj 
easy matter to sum up tho actual per- 
fects and defects of the American pays-: 
iqueas it is to-day, or promises torbo! 
to-morrow. 
. 
.. 


Some things are tolerably plain, how- 
ever. 
The American is, upon thej 


wnolo, reaching a better physical de-; 
velopment. Men Hvo longer than ;toi 
the medieval ages; an American 
mechanic is better fed than an English1 
lord of the thirteenth century, as the 
Paston Letters show, and few of our: 
housewives would allow a diningroom! 
as dirty as Qneon Elizabeth's was, when 
among tho strewn rushes thoy flung; 
their waste bits of moat at dinner to do-'' 
cay unseen, if not unsmelt, to tho great 
comfort of typhus and tho court of 
death Mon are larger, too, in general, 
for most of the mediaeval coats of mail 
in tho museum seom made for men 
rather undersized, as measured by 
modern standards. Sanitary science,: 
even with its present applied limits, saves 
life and invigorates tho National body. 
Of course there aro, and always will bo, 
exceptions. 
Drunkenness, overwork, 
poverty, transmitted taint of diseased 
or vicious parentage will still work ruin, 
and tho graves of tho innocent multiply. 
But in spito of all, the tokens aro not 
few nor faint of a decided advance in 
physical vitality as a Nation. 


Curiously enough, this progress is 


more marked in tho cities and laro-o 
towns than in tho country. 
This is 


partly due to the fact that in centers of 
wealth thoro is a largo class not over-1 
worked nnd leading a lifo obedient to' 
tho laws of health. Besides, city peo- 
ple of tho business class, giving them- 
selves in business hours to their affairs 
with all their energies, havo corno to 
know that in order not to dio youno- 
they must make a sharp change daily, 
and sleep the sleep ol tho >viso if not ol 
tho just. Tho nervous system, so sadly 
drained by over-excitement, is yet tho 
ateam-powor of the body, at tho center 
of its functions, and when fairly treated 
is a fountain of life. Physical exercise 
rests it, and it returns after such refresh- 
ment to do the best work again. 
It 
was this nervous system, well fed and 
nurtured, which often in our late war 
helped a city boy to pull through the 
fatigues of a campaign when his coun-i 
try Tbrother fell out of tho ranks or sunk 
under dJMiaso. 


%'UjMjt, society or church which 


willitVRK largo masses of cair people in 
city or country how to cook a steak, 
make a soup, and to diversify, with no 
groat increase of expense, their daily 
fere, will merit well of philanthropy and 
Of country. Tho farms are the places 
.to foster the best physical manhood, and 
/future progress in health must take note 
Of this great opportunity. As fine a 
looking set of men, physically, as live 
on tho faco of tho globo, arc tho Liver- 
pool merchants out for a walk on Sun- 
days. In onr cities, at least, men and 
women aro returning to tho robust En- 
glish type in body, aud tho number of 
stout people steadily increases. This 
every observant dress-maker and tailor 
will no doubt boar witness to. 
• 
That crossing of races which is shap- 


ing mentally ami physically the future 
American population has a great many 
unsolved problems and possibilities to 
it. It is clearly impossible to note and 
mete them out off-hand. But what 
with diversity of food and climato, and 
a better knowledge of health laws, it 
certainly looks as though tho American 
physique of tho future is to bo robust, 
stalwart and full of vitality. Those 
gracious servants, the doctors, aro sot 
to euro disease; but if "an onnco of 
prevention be worth a pound of euro/' 
it follows that one main function of 
medical science is to find ways and 
means to develop the American physique 
into its full form and power. It may 
not always redound to the multiplica- 
tion of their fees, but thoy are too 
philanthropic to wish to become nurses 
to an enfeebled race, and too patriotic 
not to strive to make their own Nation 
stalwart and vital.—Boston Advertiser.

Tho First American Wins* Maker, i 
It U curious that one of the very first 


subsidies ever asked from Congress was 
to aid in establishing a glass factory in 
the United States. Tho petition was 
made by John F. Amolnng, in June, 
1790, and the committee reported au- 
thorising the Secretary of the Treasury 
of tho United States to make a loan not 
exceeding $8,000, he giving satisfactory 
.security for tho reimbursement of the 
same within a certain number of years. 
In the debate which followed tho pres- 
entation of this resolution a history of 
the rise and progress of this gentlemen's 
exertions in establishing an American 
glass manufactory was given. It com- 
menced in 1775. Ho seems to havo 
brought into this country upward of 
220 persons, nnd had expended at this 
timo over $1,000,000 in this undertak- 
ing. Owing to a variety of accidents, 
and partjcularly the extraordinary rise 
in the price of grains, ho declared that 
he now found himself "greatly embar- 
rassed in prosecuting tho business, but 
if I can be so far patronized by the 


Government as to be ...favored with -a 
loan of §15,000 to ,f 20$00 it would af- ' 
ford me such relief'.as iwonld enable me 
to surmount e v«pry iSliffib'ulty.?? Congress, ( 
however, did rib't'fook upori'this-appeal . 
favorably. 
Some of tho members 


doubted tho constitutionality of tho 
power of Congress to loan money iu 
this way, whilo others objected to it on 
account of the precedent it -jfrould • es- 
tablish; while yet others urged that the 
encouragement and assistance could be - 
applied for with more.. ^propriety .to the 
State Government, ^ne enthusiastic 
member of Congress gave an account 61 j 
the manufactory and said: "I have' 
seen the 'glass made in it, -which is 
superior to any over produced in Anierl-:! 
ca." He contended that' Congress hail!

money. K6~cTt'ed* several instances in: I 
point. He expatiated on tho merit of 
tho petitioner "in ' embarking sucl 
largo property to prosecute a busines.

which would be greatly injurious to th 
petitioner nnd to tho public." Tho re 
port, however, was negatived, and th 
glass industry had to, struggle into 
existence without direct aid from Gov 
eminent. —•Philadelphia American.

Why Prairies arc Treeless. 


Mr. Thomas Meehan believes that we 
have nearly reached tho solution-of the 
question ot tho cause of tho absence of 
trees from the prairies. It is not cli- 
matic, for timber-bolts flourish in all 
the prairie regions. ; It is not in condi- 
tions of soil, for the- pra'irie soil is the 
most favorable to tho germination of 
seeds, of. trees as well as of other plants, 
and artificial, plantations arc remarka- 
bly successful wherever they are made. 
Tho real cause is probably to bo found 
in the annual flres which have swept 
over tho prairies from timo immemorial, 
killing tho young trees before thoy can 
grow large enough to resist the heat. 
Tho seeds of tho annual plants of the 
prairie vegetation maturing every year, 
are shed and find protection before-the 
fires come; tho young trees, on tho oth- 
er hand, bear no seed, and can leave no 
resource for a succession after,they are 
burned. This theory is supported by 
the fact that an abundant growth of 
trees has set in wherever the fires have 
been stopped. The fires were made by 
tho aborigines for centuries boforo the 
white men came, possibly for the ex- 
press purpose, Mr. Meehan suggests, ol 
preventing the growth of trees and pro- 
serving tho Tmffalorpastures. 
Tho 
question remains how the prairies first 
came to be naked. 
They probably 


formed the bottoms of the lakes ancl 
marshes that wore left after the retreat 
of the glaciers, and continued wot after 
the highlands were covered with trees.'
